Washington, D. C., June 6.—[Spe- 
cal.J—Asserting its constitutional au- 
thority as part of the treaty making 
power, the United States senate today 
proceeded to take a hand in the peace 
negotiations of the Paris conference.

Adopted the Hitchcock resolution 
directing the foreign relations com- 
mittee to investigate the charges 
that copies of the complete text of 
the peace treaty have “leaked” to 
Wall street.

New York, June 6.—[Special.)—Jay 
A. Weber, secretary and a director of 
the Pictorial Review company, was 
arrested today at the instance of fed- 
eral officials and held in $50,000 bail 
for examination on“a charge of having 
attempted to bribe an agent of the in- 
ternal revenue department to certify 
that the tax return made by the de- 
fendant on behalf of the company was 
correct.

LONDON, June 6.—Speaking in

New York, June 6.—The New York 
Curb Market association “must cast 
out the rascals who are swindling the 
investing public” and purge the curb 
lists of worthless stocks or the city 
administration will end trading on the 
curb, according to an ultimatum de- 
livered today by District Attorney 
Swann, who has been investigating 
sale of “ oilless ” oil stocks in this city. 

Mr. Swann said that at a confer- 
ence with Mayor Hylan, he had re- 
ceived assurances that he would be 
given full support by the police de- 
partment in any action he might take 
if, ‘‘after a reasonable time” the curb 
had not “cleared the atmosphere.” 

“The brokers are there only by 
suffrance of the municipal authorities,” 
said Mr. Swann, who added that he 
Was prepared to prevent “ congregation 
of persons on the curb” if his condi- 
tions were not carried out.

MORE TAXES. ' 

‘Some citizens will perhaps fee! thac sueh organt. 
vations as the Civic Federation are inclined to place 
too much emphasis on the mere effort to keep 
taxes down, without in every case giving suffi- 
cient regard to the needs of the community. Bu 
when we consider the natural tendency of legis. 
lative bodies to spend more anfl more money and 
@ consequent tendency to increase taxes we must 
realize that the organizations in question are per- 
forming a real service. | 

A recent bulletin issued by the Civic Federation 
shows that the total increases for each §100 as- 
sessed valuation now pending at Springfield aggre- 
gate $2.43. In other words, a man owning a $4,000 
home would have to pay about $80.70 in taxes in- 
stead of $54.20 as at present. 1 

We agree with the Civic Federation that the in- 
creases in prices and wages do not seem to justify 
so large an advance in taxes. “The drive on the 
part of those interested in spénding public funds,” 
says the federation, “is stronger now than at a:y 
previous time, and prompt aétion on the part of 
the public is necessary to offset it.” 

The federation objects to a number of increases 
on the ground that they will raisé more funds 
than are necessary. In particular the federation 
does not believe that Chicago needs a rate of $2.35 
or even $2.25, as it was fixed in the house. We 
believe it is important not to restrict any govern- 


.~ mental agency unduly at the present time, but 


it is also important when the burden of war taxa- 
tion falls so heavily on the country te keep other 
taxes as low as consistently pessible. It is the duty 
of the legislature to examine each proposal with 
these ideas in mind. |

Now it is easy to convince nearly any one, what- 
ever his social or economic position, that he is 
oppressed. ‘The workman is not unique in this 
respect. Every one knows employers who thirk. 
they are oppressed by the demands of their men, 
housewives who insist they are oppressed by their 
servants and tradesmen, college students who 
know they are oppressed by their teachers, and 
soon. There are some human beings who are op 
pressed by the mere thought of living. . 

The soil ds therefore always fertile for propa- 
ganda that promises emancipation. The desire for 
liberation, moreover, is so strong that great groups 
of mankind lose their sense of values; they grasp 
at reforms that prove even more oppressive than 
the conditions from which they seek to escape. 

We are inclined to think this is precisely what is 
happening in Canada. If we do not entirely rhis- 
understand the purposes and methods of the lead- 
ers of the movement for a single union it will, if 
it proves successful, not only destroy the existing 
liberties of the so-called middle classes, but of the 
workingmen themselves. 

One big union necessarily means a concentration

mittee or group of leaders. This centralization 
of power may résult in a benevolent despotism, 
but it nevertheless will be a despotism and sub- 
ject to all the abuses of a despotism.

British miners now demand a further.increase of 
2 shillings a day in wages, a six hour workday, and 
nationalization of the mings, or government owner- 
ship. By decreasing the output and increasing the 
cost, that would most likely stop exports of coa] alto- 
gether. The price to domestic consumers could be 
raised or a deficit on the operation of the mines could 
be paid out of the national treasury. 

But England must import many things—the larger 
part of her food, and raw materials for her factories. 
Before the war she partly paid for the imports by 
exporting coal. She is paying for imports now with 
I O U's-which cannot last indefinitely. Finally she 
can pay only by producing goods at a price that for- 
eign markets will pay. One or two particular indus- 
tries—the railroads or the coal mines—might be oper- 
ated indefinitely by the government at a deficit to be 
covered by taxation, but with many industries in that 
position England would have nothing with which to 
buy foreign food, Theorizing socialism recognizes no 
limit beyond whieh shorter hours and higher wages

Thomas Hardy, 


unquestionably the 
greatest living figure in English ‘litera- 


ture, was 79 years old last Monday. He 
was born at Rockhampton, Dorset, Eng- 
land, on June 2, 1840. He attended public 
school for six years and was afterward 
tutored privately. When he was 16 he 
was apprenticed to an ecclesiastical archi- 
tect in Dorchester. 

Hardy’s literary output, excepting only 
his poetry, is practically all of the first 
rank. This is largely for the reason that

was that of an architect until the publi- 
cation of his first success, “ Far from 


years old. In 1863 he won tne medal of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
for an essay on “ Colored Brick and Terra 
Cotta Architecture,” and in the same 
years won the prize of Architectural As- 
sociation for design.

E must be something of dis- 
appointment in reading Mr. 
Gosse’s edition of the “ LET- 
TERS OF ALGERNON 
CHARLES SWINBURNE” [John 
Lane] when we compare this corre- 
spondence with that of Shelling or even 
Browning. Mr. Gosse regrets that the 
collection is incomplete. He mentions 
a large series of letters to which he 
could not have access. In these two 
volumes the editor has made the mis- 
take of imagining that everything the 
subject wrote was of prime importance 
to the reader. This is the fatal error 
of biographers and collectors of noted 
people’s correspondence.

The new schedule substitutes “ meas- 
ured service” for the “ flat rate” serve 
in vogue for many years on many 
of the company’s phones. . 
The new rates can be explained as 
follows: 
If you have a four party telephone 
line at your home you now guarantee 
§ cents a day. Under the new schedule 
you will guarantee 6% cents a day, . 
Those who use the telephone more than 
once a day will not feel the increase. 
Explained by Sunny. 
iB. E. Sunny, president of the com- 
pany, in explaining the increases said: 
“In Chicago all flat rates are abol- 
ished and measured rates substituted 
therefor. This change has been dis+ 
cussed for many years by the council 
committee, and should have been made 
long ago. It is a matter of record that 
seven different experts employed by 
the city council at various times to in- 
vestigate the telephone service and 
fates since 1902 have condemned the 
flat rate practice and recommendsd the 
adoption of measured rates.
